dutiful and lopal ſubjeds, the aflembly of this pour ifland of Jamaica, 
Humbly bcſeech. pour majeſip. that it may be enated; Ve 1t therekoze 
enaded by the licutenant-governo2, council, and aflembly, and it is 
hereby enaed and ozdained by the ]uthozity. of the lame, That all maſ- 
ters or commanders of veſſels, merchants, ſupercargoes, or others, im- 
porting into this 1ſland apy deal or other boards, planks, ſcantling, or ranging 
timber, from and after the firſt day of January, which will be in the year 
of our Lord one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-three, ſhall, under 
the penalty of fifty pounds for every retulal or neglect, apply to a ſworn

PERKEAS the cultivation and improvement of lands and 
eſtates in this iſland, and erecting of ſugar-works thereon, are 
attended with great expence ; and the proprietors of ſuch lands 
and eſtates are ſometimes brought conſiderably in debt before the fame can 
be perfected, and are obliged to borrow large ſums of money for thoſe pur- 
poſes, on the credit of ſuch lands and eſtates : And whereas it would tend 
greatly to the improvement of fuch lands and eſtates, and to the public be- 


ariſen- whether, as the law now ſtands, any ſecurity granted to a foreigner 
or alien, or to any perſon in truſt for him, can be made effectual againſt 
ſuch eſtates: In order to remove ſuch doubts, and to encourage ſuch fo- 
reigners or aliens to lend money on the ſecurity of ſuch eſtates, Be it there- 
foze enacked by your majeſty's lieutenant-governoz, council, and aTembly, of this 
pour iſland of Jamaica, and it is Hereby enated and ozdained by the authozitp of 
the ſame, That, from and. after the paſſing of this act, it ſhall and may be law- 
ful to and for all and every perſon or perſons, being foreigners or aliens, . to 
lend money, at lawful intereſt, upon the ſecurity of any freehold or leaſehold 
eſtates in this iſland, and to hold the ſame as an effectual ſecurity for the 
money lent..

GA thirty-firſt day of March, in the preſent year of our Lord one 
| thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-two, committed by a mu- 
ſatto-man flave named Sam, on the body of Andrew Roſs, then- the overſeer 
on a pen called Jones's Pen, in the pariſſi of St. Catherine: And whereas a 
. mulatto man flave named Will, belonging to the eſtate of William Jones, de- 
ceaſed, was, as ſoon as the faid Andrew Roſs was miſſing, very active and 
diligent in making ſtrict ſearch and inquiry after the ſaid Andrew Roſs, and 
by his means it was diſcovered that the ſaid Andrew Roſs was cruelly mur— 
dered by the ſaid mulatto named Sam, for which offence the ſaid mulatto. 


EN EAS a horrid and barbarous murder was, on the

DERKEAS the ſeveral acts of this iſland, made for the regu- proamyyte 
lation of ſolicitors and attornies praciiting in the ſeveral courts 

of law and equity of this iſland, have not been found ſufticient 

to prevent unſkilfu] Perſons, and ſuch as have not ſerved a regular clerk- 
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ſhip with any ſworn ſolicitor or attorney, from being admitted ; and many 
perſons do daily enter into articles of clerkſhip, and duly record the ſame, 
and, notwithſtanding ſuch articles, do not attend in any attorney's office 
as a Clerk, but ſuch ſervice as is mentioned in ſuch articles is rendered en- 
tirely nominal ; whereby many, who might be uſeful in the community in 
other ways, get admitted into a profeſſion of which they are totally ignorant, 

to the very great injury of perſons employing ſuch perſons: For prevention 
whereof, May it pleaſe your majeſty that it may be enacted; Be it therekoze enat; 

ed by the lieutenant-governo2, council, and aſſembly, of this Jour majeſty's ifland 
of Jamaica, and it is hereby enaded by the authozity of the ſame, That, from 
and immediately after the paſſing of this act, no perſon whatſoever (unleſs 
ſuch who are now admitted as attornies and: ſolicitors of the ſupreme court:

of Jamaica, moſt Humblp beſeech pour majeſty that it map be enaited; 
Be it thecefoze enatted by the lieutenant⸗governoz, council, and aſſembly

Trower, Jaſper Hall, Thomas French, Simon Taylor, Thomas Fearon, 
William Harvey, Scudamore Winde, Thomas Brooks, Richard Lewing, 
Thomas Harriſon, James Pinnogk, Benjamin Lyon, Samuel Howell, 
William Mitchell, Samuel Smith, and Jobn Hanſon, eſquires, ſhall be, 
and they are hereby appointed, truſtees for putting this act into execution, 
ſo far as relates to the building a bridge over the Rio Cobre, and the lay- 
ing out a road to and from the ſaid bridge to the Ferry, in St. Andrew; and 
the ſaid truſtees hereby appointed, or that ſhall hereafter be appointed by 
virtue of this act, or any ſeven or more of them, ſhall [Se], and they are

truſices hereby appointed, or that ſhall hereafter be appointed by virtue of

X. And be ft further enafed bp the anthozity- Kfozefaid, That, ſo ſoon as 
the ſaid bridge, hereby intended to be built over the Rio Cobre, ſhall be 
erected and built, it ſhall and may be lawful for any juſtice of the peace 
of the parifh of St. Catherine, upon application to him made by any ſeven 
or more of the ſaid truſtees hereby appointed, or that ſhall Oe appointed, 
for putting this act in execution, to Hue his warrant to any lawful conſta- 
dle of the ſaid pariſh of St. Catherine, to fummon a jury of twelve good 
and lawful men, perſonally to be and appear at fuch time and place as in 
the ſaid warrant ſhall be expreffed ; who, upon their oaths (which oaths the 
faid juſtice is hereby empowered and authorized to adminiſter), ſhall, with

hereby app»iated, truſtees for making a road leading from the Ferry, 
as atvrelaid, to the church in the town of Kingſton. | 
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XII. And it is hereby further -exa#ed and declared, That, from and after 
the paſſing this act, the ſaid truſtees, or any five or more, ſhall and may 
lawfully enter into the lands of any perſons, and lay out, in the moft 
convenient direction, and with the leaſt damage to the owners and occy- 
piers thereof, a road leading from the Ferry, as aforeſaid, to the town of 
Kingſton aforeſaid; which road, being ſo laid out, ſhall be deemed and

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the many repeated floods, and is now a deep ſandy gully, and incapable 
of being, repaired : And whereas a much ſhorter and better road may be 
jaid out: Be it enafted by the authezity acozeſaid, That the laſt named 
truſtees appointed by this act, or any five or more of them, may, and they 
are hereby required to, lay out a new road from the ſaid church at Halt- 
way-Tree, by the neareſt and beſt way, to lead from the ſaid church at 
Halfway-Tree into the new road propoſed to be made from the Ferry to 
the town of Kingſton, under the tame rules and regulations as the ſaid

And whereas the ſtreets and Janes of the ſaid town of St. Jago 
de la Vega, and the paths and avenues leading into and out of the fame, are 
greatly encumbered, and in many places almoſt choaked up, by dunghills 
and other filth; and by the great number of penguin fences, and poponac 
and other trees and buſhes growing in and about the ſame, which harbour 
vermin of all kinds; and of perſons drying raw hides within the {aid town 
and ſuch lots of land as are not built on or incloſed, but lie open, are con- 
verted into places for receiving the dung and rubbiſh of the town; and 


many- ill-difpoſed perſons in the ſaid town throw and depofit broken glafs 


and earthen ware in the ftreets, lanes, and avenues, of the ſaid town; to the 
great danger and annoyance of the inhabitants: And whereas, if the ne- 
groes received into the workhouſe of the {aid pariſh of St. Catherine were 
employed in keeping the ſtreets, lanes, and avenues, of the ſaid town clean

cockets, to the naval officer, or his lawful deputy ;z who is hereby required 
carefully to examine and compare ſuch certificate by and with the ſaid

examination, 1t appears to the juſtice before whom the ſame 1s taken, that- 
there are good grounds for bringing to a public trial the maroon negro or 
negroes- ſo apprehended, ſuch juſtice ſhall thereupon iſſue his warrant for 
committing him, her, or them, to priſon, unleſs the offence be bailable, 
and good and fufficient ſecurity be given before ſuch juſtice for the appear- 
ance of ſuch maroon negro or negroes at the place where the quarter- ſeſſions 
are uſually held, and, where there are no quarter-feſfions held, at the place 
where the parochial buſineſs is uſually tranſacted; and ſhall, at the ſame 
time, bind over the witneſſes to appear and give evidence againſt ſuch ma- 
roon negro or negroes: And ſuch juſtice ſhall thereupon certify to two other 
juſtices of the peace the cauſe of ſuch commitment, or ſecurity being given 
before him as aforeſaid, and require them, by virtue of this act, to allociate 
themſelves to him, which ſuch juſtices are hereby ſeverally required to do, 
under the penalty of twenty pounds for every neglect or refuſal ; and the

at ſuch time and place as they ſhall think proper, women with child only

ſame manner as is herein before directed in reſpect to trials of any maroon 
negro or negroes for crimes or offences, to be tried 1n the pariſhes in which 
ſuch maroon town or towns are ſituated as aforeſaid g and the witneſſes ſhall, 


in 
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in like manner, give ſecurity then and there to appear, proſecute, and give 

evidence againſt, ſuch offender or offenders; and in caſe ſufficient ſecurity 
ſhall not be given for ſuch the appearance of the offender or offenders, wit- 
neſs or witneſſes, it ſhall be lawful for ſuch juſtice, and he is hereby required, 
to commit to the gaol of the county where ſuch. crime or offence ſhall be 
committed all and every ſuch maroon negro or negroes, witneſs or witneſſes; 
and the ſaid juſtice is hereby required immediately afterwards to tranſmit 
the proceedings ſo had before him to the clerk of the peace of ſuch county 
town as aforeſaid, that he may be enabled to proſecute according to law; any 
thing in this act to the contrary hereof in anywiſe notwithſtanding : Pꝛovided 
alſo, That the expences of ſuch trials in ſuch county-towns as aforeſaid ſhall. 


be borne by the ifland at large, and paid by the receiver- general out of any 
monies in his hands unappropriated. 


X. And whereas it has been found by experience, that a large concourſe 
of ſlaves belonging to different plantations is dangerous, and that nightly 
meetings tend much to injure the health of negroes : Be it therefoze enaded 
by the authozity afozeſaid, That if any ſuperintendent, . or, in his abſence, - 
any negro maroon officer, having the command of any negro-town, ſhall 
knowingly ſuffer and permit a large concourlt: of ſlaves in the day-time, or 
nightly meetings of flaves, in the ſaid town, or ſettlements belonging thereto, - 
and ſhall not make every exertion in his power to prevent the ſame, the ſaid 
ſuperintendent or negro maroon officer, ſhall, upon complaint thereof to 
the commander in chief, by any two juſtices of the peace for the precinct 
in which ſuch negro-town is included, be tried by a court- martial, to be ap- 
pointed by the commander in chief; and, if convicted of the offence, ſuch- 
ſuperintendent, or maroon negro officer, fall be broke, and another ap- 
pointed in his place by the commander in chief: Provided always, That 
nothing herein contained ſhall be conſtrued to prevent the maroon negroes

be applied to the ſupport and maintenance of the ſaid workhouſe : And it 
is hereby declared, That the receipt of the preſident, guardians, and go- 
vernors, of any public workhouſe, to the perſon or perſons becoming the 
purchaſer or purchaſers of any ſuch ſlave, for the amount of the purchaſe- 
money, fhall be a good, valid, and effectual, ſale or conveyance to ſuch 
purchaſer or purchaſers, for any ſlave ſo fold, and the ſame ſhall be a final 
bar to the title of the former owner of ſuch ſlave, or thoſe claiming under 
him, her, or them; any law, cuſtom, or uſage, to the contrary in anywiſe 
notwithſtanding: Provided nevertheleſs, That infants, women under co- 
verture, perſons of nonſane mind and memory, and perſons out of this 
iſland, ſhall have liberty, by themſelves, their agents, or attornies, to com- 
mence their aGaon in replevin for ſuch ſlave or flaves, or the iſſue and in- 
creaſe of any ſuch flave or flaves, within ſuch times after the diſability 
removed as are reſpectively herein after limited; that is to ſay, infants 


within five years after they come to the age of twenty-one years, women 


under coverture within five years after the death of their immediate huſ- 
bands, perſons of unſound mind and memory within five years after they 
become of ſound mind and memory, and perſons of full age out of this 
iſland within five years from the time of ſuch fale or purchaſe, or other- 
wiſe ſuch perſons are hereby declared to be barred for ever, according to 
the true intent and meaning of this aft; any law, cuſtom, or uſage, to the 
contrary notwithſtanding: Pzovided always, That nothing in this act con- 
tained ſhall extend, or be conſtrued to extend, to bar the rights of any 
perſon or perſons intitled in reverſion, remainder, or expectancy, but that 
all and every ſuch perſon or perſons ſo intitled in reverſion, remainder, or 
expectancy, ſhall be at liberty to proſecute ſuch rights within five years af-

Enes it has been found: neceſſary by his honour the 
lieutenant-governor, with the advice of a council of war, for 
the ſafety and ſecurity of this iſland, to proclaim martial law; 
which will continue and be in force for the ſpace of thirty days, a time fub- 
ſequent to the uſual day of terminating the ſupreme court of judicature for 
the laſt Tueſday in November: And whereas ſome doubts and difficulties 
may ariſe, touching the continuance of ſuits and proceſs depending before 
the ſaid ſupreme court, and actions that were and are to be tried there, and 
in the court of aſſize, oyer and terminer and gaol delivery, to be held at 
the town of Savanna-la-Mar, in and for the county of Cornwall, on the 
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laſt Tueſday in December, in the preſent year of our Lord one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and ninety- one; and the continuing of recogniſances and 
criminal proceſs, returnable at the laſt court of aſſize, oyer and terminer 
and gaol delivery, for the county of Cornwall; and proceſs, both civil and 
criminal, returnable before the ſaid ſupreme court, and recognifances for 
the appearances at the ſame, and at the ſaid court of aſſize, oyer, and ter- 
miner and gaol delivery: For obviating and preven ing whereof, De, your

with the honourable Thomas Iredell, preſident of the council, or the pre- 
tident of the council for the time being; the honourable Samuel Williams 
Haughton, ſpeaker of the aſſembly, or the ſpeaker of the aflembly for the- 
time being; the honourable George Crawford Ricketts, his majeſty's attor- 
ney- general, or his majeſty's attorney- general for the time being; and the. 
five ſenior aſſiſtant judges of the grand court for the time being; ; be ap- 
pointed and authorized to collect, print, and publiſh, all the ſeveral public 
acts in force in this iſland, made and paſſed ſince the thirty-firit day of De- 
cember, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety, and alſo from time to time: 
to collect, print, and publiſh, all ſuch other public acts as ſhall hereafter be 


paſted, for and during the term of fourteen. years from and after the Falling 
of this act.

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II. And be it further enafted by the authozity afozeſaid, That, immediately 
from and after the printing and publiſhing the ſame, ſuch acts, ſo printed 
and publiſhed by and under the authority of the ſaid commiſſioners, or any 
three or more of them, be taken and received as concluſive evidence in the 
ſeveral courts of juſtice of this iſland, in all caſes whatſoever ; any law, cuſ- 
tom, or uſage, whatſoever notwithſtanding. 


III. And be it further enafted by the authozity afozeſaid, That two copies of 
ſuch acts, ſo publiſhed as aforeſaid, be ſent to the lieutenant-governor, and 
two copies to each member of the council and aſſembly of this ifland, and 
two copies to the chief juſtice and each of the aſſiſtant judges of the ſupreme 
court, and one copy to each juſtice of aſſize, and one copy to each clerk of 
the peace and clerk of the veſtry, in each of the panſhes of this iſland, for the

IV. And be it further enafted by the authozity afozeſaid, That the ſaid com- 
miſſioners, or any three of them, be hereby authorized and empowered to 
grant, transfer, and aſſign, the copy-right of and in the ſaid laws, ſo to be

a DEKEAS, by an act of the governor, council, and aſſembly,
